Genome 
Of Cow 
Mapped 

Scientists unlock the DNA of 
livestock animal for first time 

The genomes of man and dog have been 
joined in the scientific barnyard by the 
genome of the cow, an animal that walked 
beside them on the march to modern civi- 
lization. 

A team of hundreds of scientists working 
in more than a dozen countries Thursday pub- 
lished the entire DNA message — the genome 
— of an 8-year-old female Hereford living at 
an experimental farm in Montana. 

Hidden in her roughly 22,000 genes 
are hints of how natural selection sculpted 
the bovine body and personality over the 
last 60 million years, and how man greatly 
enhanced the job over the last 10,000. 

Although sheep and goats were domesti- 
cated earlier, cattle are the most important 
herd animals in the world. There are about 
800 distinct breeds, and together they con- 
tribute to the nutrition or income of about 
6.6 billion people. The cow genome is the 
first of a livestock animal to be sequenced. 
It is part of the effort to read and analyze 
the DNA of organisms of scientific, medical 
or economic importance to human beings.

CDC Finds 
7 Cases of 
Swine Flu 

Agency says mystery 
virus can be treated, 
not a cause for alarm 

AT L A N TA I A unique type of swine 
flu has been diagnosed in seven 
people in California and Texas, 
up from the two reported earlier 
this week, U.S. health officials 
said Thursday. 

Health officials said it’s not a 
cause for public alarm: The five in 
California and two in Texas have 
all recovered, and testing indi- 
cates some mainstream antiviral 
medications seem to work against 
the virus. 

Still, it is a growing medical 
mystery. None of the seven people 
was in contact with pigs, which is 
how people usually catch swine 
flu, and only a few were in con- 
tact with each other. Dr. Anne 
Schuchat of the CDC said officials 
think it can spread from human 
to human, which is unusual for a 
swine flu virus. 

The virus may be something 
completely new, or it may have been 
around for a while but was detected 
now only because of improved lab 
testing and disease surveillance, 
CDC officials said, (ap) 


For first time in years, 
Americans say U.S. 
is on the right track 

WASHINGTON I Millions of peo- 
ple jobless. Billions of dollars in 
bailouts. Trillions of dollars in 
U.S. debt. And yet, for the first 
time in years, more Americans 
than not say the country is on the 
right track. 

In a sign that Barack Obama 
has inspired hopes for a brighter 
future in the first 100 days of his 
presidency, an Associated Press- 
GfK poll shows that 48 percent 
of Americans think the United 
States is headed in the right direc- 
tion — compared with 44 percent 
who disagree. 

The “right direction” number 
is up eight points since February 
and a remarkable 31 points since 
October. 

Intensely worried about their 
personal finances and medical 
expenses, Americans nonethe- 
less appear realistic about the 
time Obama might need to turn 
things around, according to the 
AP-GfKpoll. It shows, as Obama

WASHINGTON I Attorney Gener- 
al Eric Holder told Congress on 
Thursday he won’t play “hide-and- 
seek” with secret memos about 
harsh interrogations of terror sus- 
pects and their effectiveness. 

In testimony before the House 
Appropriations Committee, Holder 
said he’s willing to release as much 
information as possible about the 
interrogations. 

Several members of the com- 
mittee pressed him about the Jus- 
tice Department’s release last week 
of four long-secret legal memos 
detailing the harsh techniques 
used on some detainees during 
the Bush administration. 

“It is certainly the intention of 
this administration not to play hide- 


and-seek, or not to release certain 
things,” said Holder. “It is not our 
intention to try to advance a politi- 
cal agenda or to try to hide things 


from the American people.”

I An offi- 
cial at a Florida pharmacy said 
Thursday the business incorrectly 
prepared a supplement given to 
21 polo horses that died over the 
weekend while preparing to play 
in a championship match. 

Jennifer Beckett of Franck’s 
Pharmacy in Ocala, Fla., told The 
Associated Press in a statement 
that the business conducted an 
internal investigation that found 
“the strength of an ingredient in 
the medication was incorrect.” 


The statement did not say what 
the ingredient was. 

Beckett, who’s the pharmacy’s 


chief operating officer, said the 
pharmacy is cooperating with an 
investigation by state authorities 


and the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration. 

The horses from the Venezu- 
elan-owned Lechuza polo team 
began crumpling to the ground 
shortly before Sunday’s U.S. Open 
match was supposed to begin, 
shocking a crowd of well-heeled 
spectators at the International 
Polo Club Palm Beach in Wel- 
lington.

Blasts Kill Scores in Iraq 


78 die in 2 bombings 
on most violent day 
in more than a year 

BAGHDAD I Suicide bomb blasts tore 
through crowds waiting for food 
aid in central Baghdad and inside 
a roadside restaurant filled with 
Iranian pilgrims Thursday, killing 
at least 78 people in Iraq’s deadli- 


est day in more than a year. 

The toll — at least 31 dead in 
Baghdad and 47 to the north in 
Diyala province — follows a series 
of high-profile attacks this month 
blamed on Sunni insurgents. The 
violence highlights potential secu- 
rity gaps as Iraqi forces increas- 
ingly take the lead role from U.S. 
forces in protecting Baghdad and 
key areas around the capital. 


The insurgent push is still 
nowhere near the scale of violence 
in past years, but it has under- 
mined confidence that Iraq’s secu- 
rity gains were on solid footing. 

Iraqi authorities, meanwhile, 
say they have struck back at the 
heart of the insurgency: claiming 
they arrested one of the most want- 
ed leaders of a militant network 
linked to al- Qaeda. The reported

Iraqi citizens have been killed in vio- 
lence ranging from catastrophic 
bombings to execution-style slay- 
ings since 2005, according to closely 
guarded Iraqi government statistics 
obtained by The Associated Press.

But that was for 
another day. An ebullient Zuma 
drew wild cheers as he leapt high 
with one troupe of dancers and boo- 
gied with another with an energy 
that belied his 67 years. 

The ANC views Zuma as the 
first leader who can energize 
voters since Nelson Mandela.

Pakistani Deal Stirs Doubt 


Gunmen attack force 
in Taliban-infiltrated 
district near capital 

ISLAMABADI Gunmen attacked 
a Pakistani paramilitary force 
sent to a Taliban-infiltrated dis- 
trict just 60 miles from the capital 
Thursday, killing a police officer 
and feeding growing doubts about 
the government’s peace deal with 
extremists in the area. 

A meeting between Taliban 
representatives and tribal elders 
ended with the militants’ making 


some concessions but no pledge to 
withdraw from Buner, where they 
have established bases since cross- 
ing over from their stronghold in 
the neighboring Swat Valley. 

Swat’s Taliban appear to be 
emboldened after their bloody, 
two-year campaign in the valley 
led the government to agree to a 
peace accord that imposes Islamic 
law in a wide swath of the north- 
west bordering Afghanistan. 

There were reports Thursday 
that fighters from the Swat Taliban 
also have entered another neigh- 
boring district, Shangla, said a 


security official who agreed to dis- 
cuss the situation only if not identi- 
fied because he was not authorized 
to speak to journalists. 

Militants have made no secret 
of their desire to see Islamic law 
imposed across the country, and 
as they edge closer to Islamabad, 
unease about the peace deal is 
growing in Pakistan and in the 
West. The U.S. is especially con- 
cerned because it considers stabil- 
ity in Pakistan — and rooting out 
its militant sanctuaries — criti- 
cal to success in the Afghan war.

returning from the northern town 
of Vauniya, where tens of thou- 
sands of people are kept in over- 
crowded government camps. 

U.N. Secretary- General Ban 
Ki-moon said he would send in a 
team of humanitarian experts to 
“try to do whatever we can to pro-

GM Plans Long Shutdown

Company pares back 
inventory as demand 
for vehicles plummets 

DETROIT I General Motors Corp. 
said Thursday it will temporarily 
close 13 assembly plants in the U.S. 
and Mexico — some for more than 
two months — as it tries to pare 
back its bloated inventory due to 
slumping sales. 

The company said in a state- 
ment that the closures will begin 
in May. Shutdown weeks vary by 
factory, but some will be closed 
for nine or 10 weeks. 

GM said the shutdowns will 
help control high dealer invento- 
ries and bring production in line 
with sales. The company plans 
to cut production by 190,000 
vehicles. 

The move is a result of slumping 
sales, but some analysts and dealers 
fear the plant closings could further 
scare car buyers already nervous 
about a GM bankruptcy. 

GM workers whose plants are 
temporarily closed would still get 


most of their pay, because their 
United Auto Workers union con- 
tract requires the company to 
make up much of the difference 
between state unemployment 
benefits and their wages. 

The shutdown could be cata- 
strophic to many auto parts sup- 
pliers that already are near bank- 
ruptcy due to previous production 


cuts. During the shutdown, suppli- 
ers couldn’t ship parts to GM and 
would lose critical revenue. 

“It’s one of those things we’ve 
been dreading for a long time,” said 
Jim Gillette, director of financial 
services at auto-industry consul- 
tant CSM Worldwide in Grand 
Rapids. “It’s as bad as its ever 
been.” tom krisher (ap) 


Pattern Seen in Mystery Donations 


Anonymous person 
is giving millions to 
colleges led by women 

PHILANTHROPY I It’s the question 
on everyone’s lips in philanthro- 
py: Who is the mysterious donor 
giving away millions of dollars to 
at least a dozen colleges across 
the country? 

What’s so unusual is that not 
even the colleges themselves know 
the answer. But the parlor game is 
afoot, with only one clue: So far, all 
the colleges are led by women. 


Coincidence? Unlikely. With 
about 23 percent of U.S. col- 
lege presidents 
women, the odds 
of a dozen ran- 
domly selected 
institutions all 
having female 
leaders are 1 in 
50 million. 

The gifts, rang- 
ing from $1 mil- 
lion to perhaps 
$10 million, and totaling up to 
$68.5 million so far, have arrived 
over the past seven weeks in simi- 


larly secretive fashion at colleges 
across the country, including Pur- 
due in Indiana, Montclair State 
in New Jersey and the University 
of Southern Mississippi. All were 
contacted by a law firm or other 
intermediary and given a highly 
unusual condition: College offi- 
cials had to promise not to try to 
find out the donor’s identity.

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Levy Suspect Held in D.C. 


Judge finds probable 
cause to keep charge; 
hearing set for May 

WASHINGTON! Ingmar Guandique 
made his first court appearance 
Thursday on a first-degree murder 
charge stemming from the 2001 
killing of Chandra Levy. 

Guandique, 27, who is serving 
a 10 -year prison term for attack- 
ing two other women, was called 
before Magistrate Judge J. Den- 
nis Doyle in D.C. Superior Court. 
The small-framed defendant, 
wearing an orange jail jumpsuit, 


said nothing at the hearing, other 
than his name. 

Guandique stood with a Span- 
ish interpreter and his attorneys, 
Santha Sonen- 
berg and Maria 
Hawilo. Doyle, 
who found there 
was probable 
cause to sustain 
the charge, set a 
follow-up hear- 
ing for May 27. 

Based on a police affidavit, 
authorities are hinging their case 
on a compilation of statements 
from victims of Guandique and 


from unidentified witnesses who 
said he admitted to the crime in 
letters and conversations that 
explained, often in grisly detail, 
how he attacked, sexually assault- 
ed and killed Levy in the park. 

He said he acted with the help 
of two accomplices not named in 
the affidavit. 

No new details emerged at 
the hearing. Afterward, one of 
Guandique’s attorneys, Sonen- 
berg, said prosecutors were 
basing the case on “made-up 
claims of self-serving jailhouse 
informants.” keith l.

Without a front yard 
to make a first impression, condo 
lobbies become both the land- 
scaping and a signal of the value 
of what’s inside. 

A swanky lobby can be a sta- 
tus symbol and a selling point. It 
can add to a pad’s property value 
— and its price tag. In the same 
way your wardrobe can reflect 
your personality, a grand entrance 
can make a fashion statement for 
your home. 

“When you put on a nice suit 
versus a pair of jeans, does it 
change the way you feel?” asks 
Eric Inman of Hickok Cole Archi- 
tects (1023 31st St. NW, Hickok 
cole.com), which has designed 
dozens of housing developments 
in the District, including the 
Kenyon Square condos in Colum- 
bia Heights. “Design is the same 
way.” 

Inside the Beltway, lobbying 

22 WEST CONDOMINIUMS 
II77 22NDST.NW 

The lobby of 22 West (22west-dc. 
com) manages to make a sleek, con- 
temporary design feel warm and 
organic rather than sterile and cold. 
The soft gray volcanic stone floors 
blend with zinc panels, which are 
repeated on the exterior of the build- 
ing. A 20-foot wall of glass stretches 
from floor to ceiling to let in natu- 
ral light and, with an indoor seat- 
ing area curled up against the dense 
bamboo landscaping outdoors, the 
lobby gives visitors the sense that 
they’re lounging in a garden. 

Robert M. Sponseller, design 
principle of the project for Shalom 
Baranes Associates (3299 K St. 
NW, Suite 400; SBaranes.com), 
used an in-situ concrete wall, a 
modern approach to landscaping 
material that resembles a skate 
park or highway divider, to isolate 
the teardrop-shaped lobby from

the traffic and cleverly conceal 
the gas station next door. 

“We let the natural materials 
speak for themselves,” Sponseller 
says. “It was rich enough to make a 
unique feel without decorating.” 

In other words, the architec- 
ture in this space is also the inte- 
rior design. 

Emily Walsh, a member of the 
building’s sales team, says the 


strong look has been a draw to 
buyers at 22 West, where 92 units 
range in price from $783,500 to 


$3.9 million. The first residents 
moved into 22 West a year ago, 
and the building is currently about

45 percent occupied. 

The contemporary feel of the 
lobby extends throughout 22 West. 
Even the elevator lobbies integrate 
basalt, concrete and zinc panels, 
with burnt orange rugs that com- 
plement the gray. 

Design should be consistent 
from the entry experience on up 
into individual condo units, says 
Sponseller, who won the 2009 
Grand Award for Multifamily 
Design from the Residential Archi- 
tect Design Awards for his work on 
22 West. “The lobby is your front 
door,” Sponseller says. 
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Eyesore or artwork? A support column in the Barcelona’s lobby became its icon. 


BARCELONA CONDOMINIUM, 
1435 CHAPIN ST. NW 

At the 30-unit Barcelona Condo- 
minium located between Colum- 
bia Heights and Adams Morgan, 
an unfortunate support column in 
the middle of the lobby became the 
building’s calling card. 

Andreas Charalambous of U 
Street’s FORMA Design (1524 
U St. NW, Suite 200; Formaon- 
line.com) says the firm turned the 
steel post into an asset by giving 
it a free-form shape and covering 
it in two-tone mosaic tiles. The 
condo’s namesake — the Span- 
ish city of Barcelona — and its 
signature Gaudi architecture 
inspired the playful look, Char- 
alambous says. 

“We creatively solved the prob- 
lem,” he says. “For guests, it makes 
the building stand out. It’s not 
another box. You have to take 
chances to make something worth 
talking about.” 

FORMA also cut out a deep rect- 
angle in the wall where the mail- 
boxes nest, which echoes the 3-D, 
recessed shapes in the ceiling and 
the curves in the floor tiles. A glass 
and steel railing is simply placed 


alongside 10 steps to the elevator. 

Barcelona’s lobby does not have a 
front desk or an amenities bar. The 
name of the development, which 
was built in 2006 and sold out a 
year later, is not plastered across 
its exterior. It’s quite understated

and more typical of a District lobby 
— part mud room, part mail room, 
part front door. But the geometry of 
the design adds action and interest. 
And at night, the whole lobby glows. 
As guests walk up the steps of the 
steep hillside on Chapin Street, they 
see the column towering through 
the glass door. 

“People say that it’s so unex- 
pected,” Charalambous says. “The 
entrance has to be fun and mem- 
orable.”

THE CHASTLETON 
1701 16TH ST. NW 

A mile away in Dupont Circle, 
3 -foot-tall gargoyles hover above 
the entrance to the Chastleton 
(Chastletondupont.com), a 1920s 
hotel converted into a 3 00 -unit 
cooperative. The $5 million reno- 
vation, completed two and a half 
years ago, maintained many of its 
signature historic features. 

Inside the lobby, residents walk 
across the original marble mosaic 
floors and past an oversized golden 
Egyptian mirror. A two-story win- 
dow, flanked by the laughing gar- 
goyles, lights the sleepy interior. The 
best view is from the second floor, 
leaning over the cast-iron balcony

ing chandeliers, and looking out 
across 17th Street. Those who want 
to linger can lounge in the nooks 
overlooking the courtyard. 

The Chastleton, which is 
97 percent sold (remaining units 
range from a $189,000 studio to a 
$479,000 two-bedroom unit), drew 
many history-buff buyers, says sales 
manager Brenda Moreno. 

“The lobby is an extension of 
your home,” Moreno says, “and your 
co-op fee pays for those common 
elements, so you should enjoy it.”

The grand staircase of Kenyon 
Square’s (Kenyonsquare.com) foyer 
pays homage to older District resi- 
dences, but guests might mistake 
the new building’s great room for 
an upscale cocktail lounge. To the 
left of the entrance, an asymmetri- 
cal concrete fireplace offsets domi- 
nant red walls. Half-moon benches 
nestle in window seats, flanked by 
towering white drapes. 

Kenyon Square, which opened 
in 2007 and was named best mid- 
rise condominium of 2008 by the 
National Association of Home 
Builders, has sold 80 percent of its 
153 units. One-bedroom lofts are 
listed at $439,000; two-bedroom 
units cost $505,000 to $595,000, 
depending on square footage and 
floor plan. 

Eric Inman, one of the proj- 
ect designers with Hickok Cole 
Architects, says the firm wanted 
Kenyon Square’s interior to feel 
more like a boutique hotel than 
a condo building. Inman hopes 
the combination of old design 
elements with the new construc- 
tion reflects the revitalization of 
the Columbia Heights neighbor- 


hood outside. 

“We started to play with the 
traditional elements and exag- 
gerate them in a modern sense,” 
Inman says. “We introduced ele- 
ments that would normally be for- 
eign to the space to make a starker 
contrast.”

Customizations such as chang- 
ing colors and resizing are not 
immediately intuitive — it took 
some clicking around to discover 
how the tools worked. 

Although the learning curve is 
steep, the program’s not impos- 
sible to master. Once you get the 
hang of it, you can delve into the 
minutiae as much — or as little — 
as you like. 

An extra bonus: PlanningWiz 
reliably saves customized plans 
for later. 

BEST FOR: Low-tech users with 
low-tech aspirations, high-tech 
users with high-tech aspirations, 
and anybody in between.

Sellers, Get 
Your Fixes 


In a buyer’s market, 
sales often hinge on 
whether owners have 
made needed repairs 

The broken outdoor spigot was 
almost a deal-breaker for Kym- 
berly Falkler. 

When she and her husband, 
Jonathan, began house hunting 
recently, they knew they wanted 
a residence in move-in condition, 
and they were willing to walk away 
from any sellers who balked at 
their requests for repairs. 

Indeed, the three-level town- 
house-style condo they saw in 
Arlington was in good shape. 
Falkler said she instantly fell in 
love with its hardwood floors and 
open, airy design. 

However, there was a small 
sign taped to the outside spigot, 
explaining that it didn’t work. 

“We were looking for a town- 


house type of house with a back- 
yard and a hose. Without that 
pipe working, we would have 
walked away from the home,” 
Falkler said. 

Like the Falklers, many of 
today’s would-be home buyers are 
demanding that sellers fix every 
problem they find. If they don’t, 
the buyers will walk away. After 
all, there are plenty of other houses 
on the market. 

It’s all made life even more dif- 
ficult for sellers who are already 
struggling to attract solid offers. 

To repair the spigot, the Arling- 
ton sellers — who had lived in the 
home for five years, during which 
the outdoor faucet had never 
worked — would have had to pay 
a plumber to cut through a wall. It 
was a costly repair, in the $3,000 
to $5, 000 range. 

The sellers initially balked, 
but they relented to save the deal. 
The $420,000 sale closed in early

family house in Bethesda. The 
owner had spent about $400,000 
to update the house: a new kitchen 
island, new hardwood floors and 
Italian marble in several spots. 

But the craftsmanship was 
poor, Krell said. The kitchen island 
had a marble top and, unfortu- 
nately, the marble had been set 
improperly. When house hunters 
looked at it, they noticed that it 
was tilting, Krell said. In the same 
kitchen, the owner had installed 
one of the most expensive wall 
ovens that Krell had ever seen. But 
wires poked out from the side.

“It looked a bit like the job was 
done halfway,” Krell said. 

The owner even neglected to 
stain and finish his new hard- 
wood floors. Eventually, the traffic 
through the house wore down and 
scuffed them. By the time buyers 
toured the house, the floors looked 
old and worn. 

“The seller was upset with the 
reaction from the buyers,” Krell 
said. “Everyone said theyd have to 
gut the house. He couldn’t believe 
it. He said he put $400,000 into 
the house, so why would any- 
one have to gut it? Buyers today, 
though, especially in Bethesda, are 
looking for high-end craftsman- 
ship. It’s what they expect.” 

The seller eventually pulled 
the listing, and he plans to put the 
house up for sale again when the 
market stabilizes, Krell said. The 
seller is also committed to spend- 
ing even more money to repair all 
the problems before listing the 
home again, Krell added. 

“At the height of our market, sell- 
ers were able to put on some new 
paint and get four times what they 
put into their house,” Krell said.

their homes on the market in “as 
is” condition or list them for their 
home-run prices will receive few, 
if any, offers, Reishman said. 

“A home doesn’t have to take lon- 
ger to sell today,” Reishman said. 
“It’s just that you used to be able to 
cut corners and get away with it. 
Now you can’t. You have to do this 
process properly to have success.”

“That’s changed. Now, you put in 
new appliances and fresh paint, and 
it may get you a contract. You prob- 
ably won’t get double your money on 
your investment anymore.” 

Adam Field is proof that hom- 
eowners can sell their residences 
quickly, even when faced with 
picky buyers. 

Field last summer sold his 
townhouse in Montgomery Coun- 
ty in just nine days. He credits 
the money and work he put into 
the residence before placing it on 
the market. He had updated the 
kitchen and the bathroom. He also 
made sure that the home looked its 
best, removing as much furniture 
and clutter as possible. 

The selling process wasn’t 
entirely smooth. After a home 
inspection, the eventual buyers 
requested that Field replace a non- 
working exhaust fan in the kitchen. 
The request seemed like nitpicking 
to Field. Still, he agreed. 

“It was a whole convoluted 
thing to fix that exhaust fan,” Field 
said. “But today, you have to do 
those repairs.” 

It cost nearly $600 to repair 
the fan. But that clinched the 
$284,000 sale. 

Sellers have two options in this 
buyer’s market, said Lindsay Drey- 
er, an agent with Hounshell Realty 
in the District: They can commit 
to making all the necessary repairs 
that potential buyers request, or 
they can price their residences low 
enough that buyers will feel that 
they’re getting a bargain without 
forcing repairs. 


“I think the realities of this 
market are still surprising to some 
sellers,” Dreyer said. “Most are 
aware that they are going to have 
to fix their property. But I think 
many are still surprised by how 
much buyers are asking for.” 

Dreyer recommends that her 
sellers pay for a home inspection 
before they put their homes on the 
market. That way, they can iden- 
tify any potential problems and

fix them before demanding buy- 
ers even walk in the door. 

“The fewer items buyers find, 
the more comfortable they feel,” 
Dreyer said. “If sellers want a deal 
to stay together, it’s in their best 
interest to get things repaired 
ahead of time.” 

Today’s market offers sellers 
no room for experimenting, said 
Lindsay Reishman, an agent with 
Coldwell Banker Residential Bro- 
kerage in the District. 

During the seller’s market, 
homeowners who didn’t need to 
move could put their residences 
on the market for their dream 
price. If someone made an offer at 
or near that price, the sellers were 
thrilled. If not, they simply took 
their homes off the market.

FASHION DESIGNER, CELEBRITY FAVORITE 


We have Jessica Simpson to 

thank for Devi Kroell’s rapid ascent 
in the style scene. Soon after the 
Austrian-born, New York-based 
designer launched her first bag 
collection five years ago, Simpson 
toted Kroell’s slouchy hobo on the 
MTV show “Newlyweds,” causing 
sales to skyrocket. Kroell, whose 
line is sold at new designer hub 
Hu’s Wear (2906 M St.; 202-202- 
342-2020), just made her first trip 
to the capital to show off her new 
clothing line. 

You moved from Europe to New 
York five years ago to launch your 
luxury line. Were you nervous? 

I started it with bags because I 
thought there was a huge gap in 
the market that needed to be filled. 
All the bags being sold were heavily 
logo-ed, very structured, very boxy. 
I didn’t think the modern woman 
really wants to be a billboard for all 


these companies. My designs are 
exactly the opposite of that. 

Jessica Simpson was among the 
first to scoop up a python hobo. 

I’ve never seen “Newlyweds,” but, 
apparently, she carried it in every 
single show. It became a focal point 
because she had it so overstuffed 
all the time. She might not have 
been my first choice for a celebrity 
to help launch my line, but that’s 
how it went. Soon after, celebrities 
like Reese Witherspoon, Catherine 
Zeta- Jones and Kate Hudson start- 
ed carrying them as well. 

Then you added a shoe line. 

My customers started asking for 
shoes that went with the bags. One 
of my first designs was a metallic 
python flat boot, which became a 
hit because a lot of celebrities wore 
them. Sienna Miller was photo- 
graphed in them all the time. 


pure lines and simple shapes with 
interesting twists. 

The collection seems focused on 
simple and airy pieces. 

To me, it’s really important [that 
my designs last]. If you own a 
beautiful piece that’s well- crafted, 
it should carry you through many 
seasons, not just one. That has 
always been my philosophy, even 
though the recession has made it 
trendy to create such pieces. 

You see them as investments? 

I think that comes mainly from 
the way I was brought up.

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The main pitfall of mas- 
caras and falsies is that 
they’re only good until your 
next shower. Which made 
us obsessed with finding 
more intensive — and often 
expensive — ways to achieve 
perma-flirty fringe, such as 
lash-growth serums and 
semi-perm extensions. 

We swear that’s not as 
scary as it sounds — usu- 
ally. The biggest buzz is 
over prescription serum 
Latisse (Latisse.com), orig- 
inally made for glaucoma 
patients. When they start- 
ed sprouting thick fringe, 
it was launched as a lash 
treatment, too. It’s FDA- 
approved, but side effects 
may include darkening of 
irises — a risk not worth 
taking on light peepers. 

Less intense formulas, 


such as natural stimulant 
Lashfood ($120; Lashfood. 
com), claim similar results, 
but only after weeks of use 
and without the medical 
pedigree. Even the most 
diligent daily application of 
Lashfood’s liquid formula is 
likely to end in impatience, 
not instant gratification. 

For a lasting lash fix, the 
fastest method is extensions, 
a semi-permanent process 
in which synthetic lashes 
are individually glued to 
your own, lasting three to 
four weeks. 

At the Elizabeth Arden 
Red Door Spa in Chevy 
Chase (5225 Wisconsin 
Ave. NW; 202-362-9890), 
Isabelle Williams serves 
as the resident expert for 
luxe lashes. 

Her application is made 


to feel more like a deluxe 
spa treatment (which helps 
explain why it costs as much 
as one, too, at $350 for an 
initial session and about 
$110 for monthly mainte- 
nance). As clients lay on a 
massage table, Williams 
works for nearly two hours 
per application, painstak- 
ingly bonding on the new 
lashes. (See Xtremelashes. 
com for more stylists.) 

The result? Thick, dark 
fringe often more than 
three times the original 
length. The change can be 
tough to adjust to at first. 

“Many customers need 
a little time to get used to 
it, but once they do, they 
often want more,” Williams 
says. “It’s a way to get major 
results you’d never match 
with just mascara.”

Those red carpet celebs with big, beautiful eyes? 
Nope, not genetics — it’s the trick of false lashes. 
“Almost every actress wears them,” says Shu 
Uemura’s Soul Lee. Faux fringe can be tough 
to master, but try these tips for an evening look 
that’s decadent, not drag queen-y. 

STEP ONE 

Choose wisely. A big mistake most lash newbies make 
is using the wrong style, says Sephora’s Sheranda 
Curtis. It might seem skimpy in the packaging, but “a 
little false lash goes a long way,” she says. Another 
major gaffe: not trimming the strips to fit the length 
of your eyelids before applying them. 

STEP TWO 

Practice makes perfect. Even before you get out the 
glue, do a few dry runs to get the hang of placement. 
When you’re ready, dispense a thin line of adhesive 
along the lashes, not the eye. Be sure to let it sit for 
20 to 30 seconds so glue can set before applying. 


STEP THREE 

Go slow. Start by fully affixing the lash to the inside 
corner of the eye before working alongthelidto the 
outer corner, keeping as close to the lash line as 
possible. Make a mistake? Pull off the lash, reap- 
ply the glue and try again — you’ll likely botch it 
more if you make major adjustments once it’s on 
theeyelid. 

STEP FOUR 

Let glue dry and assess. (Stuck lids together? Us, too. 
Even Curtis says she’s done that from time to time.) 
Minor flaws — such as a small gap between the lash 
line and false lash — can be camouflaged with gel 
eyeliner. Curling all lashes and adding a coat of mas- 
cara will help the natural and fake sets mesh. 


STEP FIVE 

Know when to seek help. Oddly shaped eyes, unsteady 
hands and other common hitches can make lash appli- 
cation extra-tricky. If you can’t master it on your own, 
head to a beauty store such as MAC, where prac- 
ticed beauty technicians will apply the brand’s lash- 
es for free.

Foxx and Downey Jr. 
star in an off-putting 
screen adaptation of 
a beautiful true story 

FILM I Inspiring, relevant and real, 
the story of Nathaniel Ayers — a 
schizophrenic but wildly talent- 
ed Juilliard-trained cellist living 
on the streets of downtown L.A. 
— captivated Los Angeles Times 
readers in 2005. 

The fact that columnist Steve 
Lopez didn’t just ignore him like 
most people would — that he not 
only spoke to Ayers but befriended 
and wrote movingly about him — 
added to the unexpected human- 
ity of the tale. 


“The Soloist” takes all those 
innately engaging details and 
turns them into what is essentially 
a made-for-Lifetime movie, albeit 
one populated by Oscar winners 
and nominees. 

Robert Downey Jr. stars as 
Lopez, with Jamie Foxx playing 
opposite him as Ayers. Wunder- 
kind Brit Joe Wright (“Pride & 
Prejudice,” “Atonement”) is the 
director, working from a script 
by Susannah Grant (“Erin Brock- 
ovich”). 

On paper, you can see how this 
project had major promise (and it 
was initially scheduled to come out 
at the height of prestige-movie sea- 
son last year, only to be bumped 
to pre-summer). In execution,

it’s an awkward mix of gritty city 
visuals and mawkish sentiments 
in which even actors the caliber 
of Downey, Foxx and Catherine 
Keener seem to have difficulty 
finding nuance. 

Sure, Downey displays his usual 
quick-wittedness and a range that 
allows him to be light on his feet 
yet also show some vulnerabil- 
ity. When “The Soloist” is about 


Lopez’s committing actual jour- 
nalism, putting his experience to 
work to determine who Ayers is, 
it’s a compelling mystery. 

But Foxx is just off-putting; he’s 
functioning at one repetitive, manic 
speed the whole time. Downey 
often seems frustrated — like he 
can’t wait to get away from him — a 
sensation with which the audience 
will surely be able to sympathize. 
And the combination of stream-of- 
consciousness rants, fixations and 
phobias he presents as the mani- 
festations of Ayers’ mental illness 
instead come off like a “Rain Man” 
imitation. Hopefully, that’s not 
what Foxx, a highly skilled mimic 
and Oscar-winner for “Ray,” had 
in mind, christy lemire (ap)

‘Fighting’ is a dull, 
bloody movie that 
lacks both heart and 
interesting dialogue 

F I L M I The first rule of “Fight Club,” 
if you recall, was that you don’t talk 
about “Fight Club.” The first rule 
of “Fighting,” it seems, is that you 
talk only to fill the gaps between 
all the fighting. 

Channing Tatum has the 
proper presence as a bruiser ris- 
ing to stardom in New York City’s 
underground fighting circuit, yet 
he, co-star Terrence Howard and 
their castmates are stuck in a dull, 
cliche-sodden drama during the 
many moments when someone’s 
fist isn’t connecting with some- 
one else’s jaw. 

Tatum reunites with director 
Dito Montiel, who cast him in 
his autobiographical debut film 
“A Guide to Recognizing Your 
Saints,” set on the rough streets 
of Queens. 

“Fighting,” which Montiel co- 
wrote with Robert Munic, pre- 
serves and expands on the direc- 


tor’s intimate knowledge of New 
York showcased in “Saints.” His 
follow-up feature offers a mix 
of seedy and swank locales that 
provide an interesting and lively 
backdrop for the fights. 

But the heart and authenticity 
of the low-budgeted “Saints,” which 
earned Montiel the directing prize 
at the 2006 Sundance Film Fes- 
tival, hit the canvas as he mucks 
about with a bigger Hollywood 
production. 

“Fighting” has a tired old prem- 


ise as an underdog finds a wise 
but down-and-out mentor to take 
him to the big time and a nice new 
girlfriend to lend him emotional 
support. Yo, Rocky! 

The forgettable script drowns 
in boring dialogue. But you 
don’t go to see a movie called 
“Fighting” for the patter. You 
go for the fisticuffs, and here, 
Montiel delivers with some 
nasty bare-knuckle rows that 
should satisfy fans’ bloodlust.

“Me and a Gun” is a spare tale of 
her own sexual assault. With the 
release of “Abnormally Attracted 
to Sin,” out May 19, Amos tackles 
yet another thorny subject: women 
and power. 

“I am kind of fascinated with 


the idea of erotic spirituality,” she 
says. “But first, I wanted to inves- 
tigate what people are attracted to. 
Some of the songs are about situa- 
tions where people are struggling 
with their power, and find them- 
selves attracted to people that have 
power. Dominance has become an 
aphrodisiac for some women. But 
there are also songs about women 
finding their inner strength.” 

The artist herself is a force to be 
reckoned with on the new album, 
which blends rock beats with flash- 
es of the avant-garde. Her sense 
of humor is evident in the light- 
hearted “Not Dying Today” and 
the slightly camp “Mary Jane,” but 
songs such as the jaded “Curtain 
Call” and the electronic chirping 
of “Starling” reveal a pensive side.

ADVENTURELAND (R, 104 minutes) In 
its own gentle way, the film restores a 
welcome note of humanism to a genre 
that has lately become little more than 
a repository for fart-and-vomit jokes. 
Jesse Eisenberg plays James Brennan, a 
recent college graduate whose plans for 
a European vacation before starting grad 
school are foiled when his family suffers an 
economic setback. James is forced to live 
at home and get a job at the local amuse- 
ment park. There he meets an eclectic 
group of lost and striving souls, including 
a thwarted rock musician (Ryan Reynolds) 
and a sultry, mysterious girl named Em 
(Kristen Stewart), with whom he furtive- 
ly falls in love. Thanks to an exceptionally 


deft touch, director Greg Mottola manag- 
es to capture the absurdity and anguish 
of young adulthood, (ah) 

AMERICAN VIOLET (PG-13, 102 min- 
utes) How would you feel if you were 
falsely accused of distributing narcot- 
ics in a school zone? Outraged. Violated. 
That’s how it felt watching this harrow- 
ing drama about a real-life case in Texas 
that inspired an American Civil Liberties 
Union lawsuit against the racist district 
attorney (Michael O’Keefe). It seems like 
an open-and-shut case. On the one side, 
you have the clean-living single mom and 
hardworking waitress Dee Roberts, played 
by the wondrous Nicole Beharie. On the 
other side is O’Keefe’s Calvin Beckett, 
whose hateful, impassive face looks like 
a lump of cold, unbaked dough with two 
empty holes punched in it for eyes. There’s 
a slight aftertaste of force-feeding, to be 
sure. But, mostly, thanks to some excel- 
lent, nuanced performances, it tastes like 
justice, (mo) 


DRAGONBALL: EVOLUTION (PG, 84 min- 
utes) The characters are likable and the 
action sequences bloodless and colorful 
in this bland, convoluted, special effects- 
laden coming-of-age fantasy. It is adapt- 
ed from a popular series of Japanese 
manga comics and video games. Set in 
a sci-fi near-future, the movie introduc- 
es high-schooler Goku (Justin Chatwin). 
Grandpa (Randall Duk Kim) gives him a 
beautiful Dragonball that has powers. He 
says Goku’s true identity will be revealed 
on his birthday. But Goku skips his birth- 
day dinner for a party and returns to find 
Grandpa buried under their collapsed 
house. As he dies, Grandpa warns that 
the alien Lord Piccolo (James Marsters) 
has returned in search of the Dragonball. 
Goku joins an eccentric group to defeat 
Piccolo. (JH) 

DUPLICITY (PG-13, 125 minutes) Tony 
Gilroy’s romantic espionage caper pits 
two pharmaceutical companies against 
each other. Burkett & Randle, led by 
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Zac Efron takes a stab at the old adult- 
trapped-in-a-teen-body in “17 Again.” 


Howard Tully (Tom Wilkinson), has dis- 
covered a cream that will revolutionize 
the industry. Equikrom, led by Richard 
Garsik (Paul Giamatti) needs to steal 
the secret to that lotion. And there’s 
romance, of sorts. Behind the scenes, 
Claire Stenwick (Julia Roberts) and Ray 
Koval (Clive Owen) work their nefarious 
magic, he on Equikrom’s side, she on 
Burkett & Randle’s. But are they both 
really working for each other? And can 
they really trust each other? Luckily, 
Owen and Roberts both get to play off 
Giamatti, who overacts gleefully. It’s 
smart, it’s for grown-ups, and it lets Julia 
Roberts laugh, if just once, (dk) 

FAST & FURIOUS (PG-13, 105 minutes) 
This film refires the high-speed adrenaline 
and the fuel-injected bromance between 
Vin Diesel and Paul Walker that began in 
200l’s “The Fast and the Furious.” The 
reunion is fun and frantic, like the origi- 
nal on double nitro. Gone is the young-boy 
innocence of the first, in which guys (and 
gals) cheated death at high velocity like 
towheaded surfer dudes. Now it’s all about 
kill-or-be-killed screeching, shooting and 
colliding at the Mexican border, with FBI 
SWAT teams and helicopters in frantic 
pursuit. Bromance-wise, there’s some bad 
blood between Dominic (Diesel) and Brian 
(Walker) to clear up: all that 2001 business 
about Brian’s being an undercover cop and 
not telling Dorn or his sister (Brian’s love 
interest, Jordana Brewster). But it’s noth- 
ing a dangerous mission to bust a Mexican 
crime lord can’t solve, (dt) 

HANNAH MONTANA: THE MOVIE (G, 98 
minutes) The first moment of applause 
came early during a recent screening, 
so early, in fact, the house lights had just 
begun to dim. The source of the clapping 
was a pair of excitable girls who looked 
to be about 7 years old. Which is pret- 


ty much the target demographic of this 
innocuous feature-length adaptation of 
the popular Disney Channel series about 
Miley Stewart (Miley Cyrus), an ordinary 
teenage girl who secretly moonlights as 
Hannah Montana. When Miley/Hannah 
gets too caught up in the celebrity swirl 
of Los Angeles, she’s relegated to her 
family’s home in Tennessee by her wid- 
owed father (Billy Ray Cyrus, the star’s 


real-life dad). While there, she must cope 
with country life; evade a tabloid reporter 
seeking to expose her double life; save the 
community from a developer; and meet 
hunky Travis. The film may be, at heart, 
every Disney princess movie you’ve ever 
seen — but with a stretch limo instead of a 
pumpkin-turned-coach and a prince who 
wears a cowboy hat. (mo) 

THE HAUNTING IN CONNECTICUT 


(PG-13, 92 minutes) Solid acting and 
handsomely realized effects depicting 
ghostly visions and visitations make this a 
chilling occult tale: There are flashbacks 
of someone preparing to snip the eye- 
lids off a body, and of seances in which 
ghostly ectoplasm spews from a live per- 
son’s mouth. Virginia Madsen plays Sara, 
whose teenage son, Matt (Kyle Gallner), 
has a life-threatening illness. She moves 


the family to an old house near the hospi- 
tal where Matt is treated. He immediately 
starts seeing dead people and worse in 
the house, and becomes detached and 
obsessed. A cleric (Elias Koteas) helps 
Matt reveal the secret behind the haunt- 
ing. The narrative is repetitive but still 
effective, (jh)

Rudd is a phone book actor, meaning he’s 
just one of those guys who could stand 
there and read a phone book and we’d 
laugh. Just watch him in the first few 
scenes of his most recent role, when his 


character, Peter Klaven, listens in on a 
raunchy conference call between his fian- 
cee, Zooey (Rashida Jones), and her best 
girlfriends. Or listen as he makes up fake 
guy-talk when he goes on a first man-date 
with Sydney Fife (Jason Segel), the sham- 
bling Lost Boy who Peter befriends. Only 
Rudd could mine comic gold from stand- 
ing there and saying things like “joben” 
and “totes magotes.” It’s a thin premise, 


one that features the usual quota of jokes 
involving masturbation, projectile vomiting 
and flatulence. But is it worth it? Thanks 
to Rudd and Segel (and some terrific cam- 
eos), totes magotes. (ah) 

KNOWING (PG-13, 110 minutes) John 
Koestler (Nicolas Cage), comes across a 
50-year-old list of numbers that somehow 
seems to have predicted — down to the 
precise date and location — every major 


disaster of the last half-century, plus a few 
that haven’t happened yet. His problems — 
alcohol abuse, the recent death of his wife 
— make him sound unhinged when he tries 
to warn people of the coming apocalypse. 
Yes, the film is creepy, at least for the first 
two-thirds or so, in a moderately satisfy- 
ing, if predictable, way. But the narrative 
corner into which this movie, directed by 
Alex Proyas (“I, Robot”), paints itself is a

simultaneously silly and morbidly depress- 
ing one. (MO) 

MONSTERS VS. ALIENS (PG, 94 min- 
utes) Thissuper-duper, 3-D, big-screen, 
Imax-deluxe extravaganza has bells and 
whistles, superb technical sophistication, 
dazzling visual effects, sound, fury and 
Reese Witherspoon. What it doesn’t have 
is heart. Even children appreciate a good 
story, and that’s precisely what’s missing in 
this film, which is nominally about a bunch 
of government-sponsored monsters that 
do battle with an evil alien squid craving 
world domination. That’s plot, not a story. 
And too often, it’s about things, not char- 
acters. One exception is B.O.B., a forget- 
ful blue gelatinous blob that, as voiced by 
Seth Rogen, not only elicits but earns his 
laughs. As for the rest of the movie, it will 
recede into your own B.O.B.-like memo- 
ry bank, dissolve quickly and disappear 
forever, (ah) 

OBSERVE AND REPORT (R, 86 minutes) 
Written and directed by Jody Hill , the 
film is the logical conclusion of the loser 
comedy, losers of the like portrayed by 
Adam Sandler, Jim Carrey and the late 
Chris Farley. Those losers, however, always 
possess some modicum of charm. Not 
Ronnie Barnhardt (Seth Rogen), a guy 
who can be described only by using an 
epithet not allowed in this newspaper. As 
head of security at the Forest Ridge Mall, 
Ronnie personifies every rent-a-cop cli- 
che, from the delusions of grandeur, to the 
gun-nuttiness, to a burning desire to be a 
real detective. He sexually harasses Brandi 
(Anna Faris), the makeup-counter clerk. 
During an interview at the police acade- 
my, he admits that he’s bipolar; inspired 
by love for Brandi, he decides to go off his 
meds. At that point, what happens is so 
ridiculously violent and uncomedic that you 
just might laugh, but only out of shock and

The 
film starts in 1989 as high-school senior 
Mike O’Donnell (Efron) blows his chance 
at a basketball scholarship when he pro- 
poses to his pregnant girlfriend, Scarlett. 
Years later, Mike, now played by lumpen 
Matthew Perry, is bemoaning the life he 
could’ve had.

SIN NOMBRE (R, 96 minutes) In the 
careful, confident hands of California- 
born, NYU-schooled director Cary Joji 
Fukunaga, this film is an elegant, heart- 
breaking fable, equalparts Shakespearean 
tragedy, neo-western and mob movie but 
without the pretension of those genres.
